This is in reply to Mr. Tompkins' least of 24 March 195* 
addressed to the Central Intelligence Agency, attention Deputy 
Director of Plans, requesting a review of 16 additional documents 
seised in 1945 in connection with the case relating to the now 
defunct Arrsrnsia Magaslae . You requested that the documents he 
reviewed and determination made whether they can be declassified 
and released to the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee er, 
regardless of classification, eaa they be so released without dis- 
closure of material relating to operational intelligence Information. 
The documents have, therefore, been so reviewed and tbs following 
information and comments are provided. 

No record was found of Exhibits Q-a, G-294A3, Q-304, 0- Jib. 
G-JJ7, Q-57©, Q-S42, Q-850, 0*95*. 0-1057, Q-iOM, 0-10*4. We 
have no comment concerning these documents and can find no compel- 
ling reasons to place a classification on them. There is no abjection 
to their release to the Subcommittee. 

Exhibit 0*81. An unclassified copy of this document was 
found. However, no reason exists to classify it nor to object to its 
release. 

Exhibit Q-245-C. A record of this document was found in 
OSS archives and io still classified SECRET. Tour photostatic copy 
is not classified, the classification apparently having been removed 
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previously. There is no re* ton at this time to reclassify the document) 
however* as it carries dissemination and report numbers, source and 
evaluation grading, which items are probably of no particular significance 
to the Subcommittee, these items should be removed from the document 
so as to protect the system. There is then no objection to releasing it. 

Exhibit Q- 846. No record of this document was found. As it is 
a handwritten sample in rough draft of basic instructions to *n apparent 
agent, it probably should have been classified originally, in view of 
the subject matter discussed in it. Its source cannot be determined 
from information available aft this tins*; however, because of the nature 
of the subject matter contained, it should not be released. 

Exhibit Q-47. No record was found of this document. We have 
no comment concerning it end, therefore, find no be sis on which to 
object to its release. The matter of requesting a review by the 
United States Information Agency is deferred to year discretion. 

We trust the above information will assist you in advising 
Senator Eastland, Chairman of the Senate internal Security Subcommittee.
